Foreign Operations Appropriated Assistance 

FY 2008: $62.63M ($58.03M FSA, $4.61M Other) 
FY 2009: $52.36M ($48.00M FSA, $4.36M Other) 

Assistance Goals: United States Government (USG) assistance addresses Armenia' s 
economic vulnerabilities, which have been exacerbated by the global economic crisis, while 
continuing to support economic competitiveness. USG supports democratic reforms and 
strengthening of democratic institutions and processes, as well as adequate health and social 
services. USG assistance also supports the peaceful resolution of the Nagorno-Karabakh 
conflict with Azerbaijan and improved relations with Turkey needed to enhance movement of 
goods/people throughout the region, and to create a better trade and investment environment. 

Areas of Focus (Foreign Operations Appropriated Assistance): 

Peace and Security (PS): FY 2008: $10.86M; FY 2009: $12.58M 

• Increase Armenia's abiUty to control its borders to prevent smuggUng 

• Upgrade safety of the ageing nuclear power plant and assist with its replacement 

• Improve the law-enforcement capacity and legal-regulatory structure for Armenian 
border security and export control 

• Support development of U.S. /NATO-interoperable defense institutions and of medical, 
de-mining, and peacekeeping capabilities 

Governing Justly and Democratically (GJD): FY 2008: $20.77M; FY 2009: 12.86M 

• Strengthen the rule of law, including by improving legal education, capacity of the 
defense bar and prosecutors, judicial ethics and human rights protections 

• Fight corruption and improve the transparency, accountabiUty and interaction with 
citizens by government entities, particularly at the local level 

• Increase civic participation and government accountability by bolstering civil society, 
strengthening independent media and increasing access to information 

• Promote free and fair elections and greater citizen participation in the political process 

Investing in People (IIP): FY 2007: FY 2008: $10.90M; FY 2009: $8.79M 

• Increase the use of sustainable, high quality health and reproductive care services 

• Increase access to education and health care in rural areas 

• Support pubhc and private sector's capacity to develop adequate social protection 

Economic Growth (EG): FY 2008: $17.85M; FY 2009: $16.64M 

• Create a better functioning market by improving the tax system 

• Address economic imbalances and unemployment in Armenia 

• Encourage and support economic growth in sustainable sectors and regional trade 

• Develop legal and regulatory reforms to open up the business environment and make the 
private sector more competitive 

Humanitarian Assistance (HA): FY 2008: $1.60M; FY 2009: $1.50M 

• Relieve suffering of vulnerable populations by providing donated food, clothing and 
medicine 

• Collaborate with in-country NGOs and local officials to build partnerships between the 
people of Armenia and the people of the U.S. 

Recent Successes: 

• Through a business and association development program, strengthened key industries to 
help increase tourism by 49% and added 2,146 sustainable IT jobs 

• Made progress towards improved Armenia-Turkey relations through a series of activities, 
such as 14 town hall meetings involving more than 1,400 Armenian citizens, and a joint 
conference discussing the role of media biases 

• To promote good governance, a network composed of 1 1 Advocacy and Assistance 
Centers have responded to nearly 2,000 requests for assistance. 

• Recently implemented an anti-corruption curriculum in Armenian schools with the goal 
of changing the culture of corruption starting with young people 

• Renovated 42 health facilities, provided 50 clinics with essential equipment and supplies, 
and trained 618 medical practitioners to apply evidence based procedures and improve 
quaUty of services

(EG) and three percent to Humanitarian Assistance (HA)
